According to reports received by 
the Pennsylvania departm ent of for­ 
est* and waters from W arren, Tioga 
and Somerset counties, the sap is 
rising in the sugar maple trees early 
this year 
Travelers through the 
woods and along the Pennsylvania 
highways may now see sap buckets 
hanging from the trunks and niell 
the mingled odors of wood smoke 
and boiling maple syrup. 
Sugar, whose m anufacture in tin* 
trees by the leaves is one of the 
mysteries of nature, is in constant 
movement 
in tile growing 
twigs, 
trunk, and roots. 
The am ount of 
sap produced by a tree iii one sea­ 
son is determ ined largely by the 
area of the trees crown, tile size 
of the tree itself, and weather con­ 
ditions. 
Records have been kept Of 
large augur maples that have pro­ 
duced as much ak forty gallons of 
I sap iii one season.

vanced With Sap Rising

Earlv. Say Foresters. 


| According to icpoits icceivcd by 
jthc Pennsylvania department of for- 
ie.sts ano vvatei.s 110111 "vVairen. Tioga 
'and Somerset counties, the sap is 
vising in the sugar mapletrces early 
this year. 
Travelers through the 


'woods and along the Pennsylvania 
' highways may now sec sap buckets 
Changing from the trunks and smell 
the mingled odors of wood smoke 
land boiling maple syrup. 


Sugar, whose manufacture in the 


' trees by the- leaves is one of the 


I mysteries of nature, is in constant 
1 movement in the growing twigs, 
trunk, and roots. 
The amount of 


,snp produced by a tree in one sea- 
ison is determined largely by the 


j area of the tree's crown, the-size 
jof the tree itself, and weather con- 
iditions. Records have been kept of 
large sugar maples that have pro- 
duced as much as, forty gallons % of 
sap m one season. Fifteen gallons 
of .snp for rarh tree, however, is 


usually' the general average for 
sugar'groves in ^ the northern tier 
counties of Pennsylvania, though 
a season of unfavorable weather 
may result in a yield as low as five 
gallons from a single tree. 


Sap 2% Sugar 


The .ordinary 4 run -of sap in an 


j average year contains about two 


j per cent of sugar. 
From forty to 


fifty gallons of sap are i equired to 
{produce one gallon of syrup, which 
in turn will yield_ approximately 
eight pounds of Sugar. Thus a tree 
of normal sap content in a favor- 
able season will yield approximately 
' two and one-naif pounds of maple 


j sugar, or one "quart and. a half pint 


i of maple syrup.

Although the soft maples are also 
| tapped in Pennsylvania, their sugar
